can trade, so that you can come home 
conscious that you have got five times as 
much as you have given. And strange 
as it may seem, men take pride in this 
thing! Itis part purpose, and part 
citement. 

For instance, you go into the store of a 
man who Keeps musical instruments for 
sale.

LAWYERS IN A FLULTER. 


TheN ew Orleans Courts Stopped. 


From the New Orleans Times of Tuesday. | 
There was great commotion yesterday 
in all the courts, growing out of the late 
tax law, which imposes a penalty of 
$500 upon all judges who permit lawyers 
without license to practice before them 
Several of the judges declined proceeding 
with cases until some definite decision 
could be arrived at relative tothe effect 
of said law. Several of the lawyers ex- 
hibited their tax receipts, but the licenses 
not having been printed, could not be 
furnished. Several declared that they 
did not Know of the existence of the law. 
Others declared that the law was palpa- 
bly unconstitutional, and that the judge 
could aot be required to perform any but 
judicial duties. 4 udges Leaumont and 
Cooley thougbt it beet to suspend pro- 
ceedings in their courte, Judge Collins, 
however, determined to continue trials 
and give parties a fair opportunity of 
complying With the law. In the Sa- 
premé Court the Attorney-General 
moved that ten days be allowed to the 
members of the bar to comply with the 
requirements of the law. Judge Cooley, 
having intimated his indisposition to 
incur 4 fine, éven under alaw which was 
not constitutional, one of the lawyers 
proposed that the bar should indemnify 
the judge against all risks of prosegution 
aud penalty. The judge, however, could 
not see it, and was not ambitious of fAgu- 
ring in a penal prosecution, even though 
backed by the whole bar. ‘he general 
result was a syncope of justice, and an 
outpouring of legal wrath, the like of 
which was oevVer seen or heard before.

The British and continental journals 
have made the Oid World familiar with 
the name and history and marvellous 
gifts and accomplishments of Christine 
Nilsson, Everybody in Kurope knows 
how, from being @ peasant girl at Weder- 


-slofs, where she was born on the 20ih of 


August, 1843, and a wanderer with her 
violin, her flute, and her voice, already 
full of promise, in the streets of Wexjo 
and at country fairsin Kronoberg’s Lan, 
she has at length been crowned the suc- 
cessor of her celebrated compatriot, 
Jenny Lind, ‘the Swedish Nightingale. 
At the June fair at Ljangby, in 1858, her 
clear and powerful voice attracted the 
attention of Mr. Frederick Tornerbjelm, 
whose offer to rescue her from her wan- 
dering life and to pay for her education 
she rejected, in order to aid her parents 
by “ concertizing’’ in company with a 
ventriloguist, who tempted her by prom- 
ising gold and green woods,’’ as 
jr.. now promises her ‘ greenbacks”’ 
and Erie bonds. Tornerbj2im, however, 
afterward persuaded her to accept his 
offer, and she began her education st 
Halmsatad, where she also received gratu- 
itous lessons in music and singing from 
Mile. Adelaide Walerius, now Baroness 
Lenhusen, who predicted for her young 
pupil a brilliant future. After a 
year at Gothenburg she became at 
Stceckholm a boaruer with M. F, 
Bervald, the concert director urder 
whose tuition she acquired such profi- 
ciency that when, in 1550, she appeared 
in & coneert at which the royal family 
were present, she made so favorable ano 
impression as to be invited to perform 
before them in private. Subsequeatly 
she received musical instruction iu Paris 
from Profs. Wartel and Masset, and in 
1864 she madea successful debut at a 
th ater in that metropolis. Her first ap- 
pearance was not at the Italian opera, 
which is jealously guarded against ail but 
Italian singers of the highest order, and 
is at first aimost inaccessible to singers 
of French or of any other nationality, 
whatever may be their qualificatione. 
But her claims as a ‘‘a musical phenom- 
enon’’ were speedily discovered and re- 
cognizsd at tne Theatre Lyrique. The 
patronage of the Emperor Napoieon, one 
of the earliest to appreciate her extraor- 
dinary talent, sufficed to level all ob- 
stacies to her obtaining more favorable 
engagements. During the past year her 
portrait has figured in all the European 
illustrated journals, and her triumphs at 
London and Paris have been duly 
telegraphed to the New World by 
the Atlantic cable. We have learned 
that young, fair-baired, taller 
and handsomer than Jenny Lind, 
she is endowed with superior genius. 
The rapid recent develcpment of her ge- 
nius way be expected to continue durivg 
her visit to this country, and she will 
probably, like many of her predecessors, 
return to Europe with a more perfect

following edict, remarkable fer its inge- 


nious and patriotic tone—which was is- 
sued by Charles IX in 1570: ‘ We, 
Charles, by the grace of God, King of 
Fraoce, sead gresting toa!l: men now 
living and tocome. As we have made 
it our care, after the example of King 
Francis, our predecessor, of good and 
praiseworthy memory, Whose sins may 
(god forgive, to see that literature and 
science should flourish in our kiagdom of 
France, and also in our town of Paris, 
where there are great numbers of persons 
who devote their daily labor and study 
thereto, and as it is highly important for 
the citizens of atown that the musie 
usually and commonly cultivated ii a 
State should be subject to certsiao laws, 
and the more so because that the minds 
of most men are formed and directed by 
it, in such wise that where music is neg- 
lected manners areapt todegenerate, and, 
where it is properly regulated, men are 
of good morale, For these reasons, and 
afior having seen the petition addressed 
to our privy council, and sent in by our 
well-beloved aud trusty J. A. de Balf 
and J. T. de Courville, which sets forth 
that for three years, with great industry 
and persevering labor, they have worked 
together fur the improvement of the 
French language, which may be applied 
both to the consiruction of poetry and to 
the nature and regulation of music, as 
those arts were well cultivated in former 
times by Greeks and Romans. With 
the wish that I may multiply for them 
the Grace which God has showa them, 
I hereby permit them to eatablish, on the 
model of the ancients, an academy or 
society, consisting as well of composers, 
singers, and performers upon musical 
instruments as of worthy auditors, which 
academy shall not only be a nursery, 
whence we shall one day obtain poets 
and musicians, but which shall also profit 
the public, CHARLEsg.”’

It 
seems, however, that the younger Popes, 
of whom we recall now Leothe X , ac- 
commodated themselves tothe general 
rule.

FEARFUL TRAGEDY. 


Darden Fmoked out and Rid- 
died. 


From the Augusta Constitutionalist, March 15 | 
We yesterday learned the following 
additional particulars of the murderipg 
of Charles Wallace at Warrenton, Ga., 
by Dr. Darden. After the shooting ef 
Wallace the citizens of Warrenton be- 
came 80 incensed at the atrocious man- 
ner in which it was done, that Darden, 
by the advice of a few friends, and de- 
siring to preserve his life, gave himself 
up to the Sheriff of the county, who 
a placed him in jail and, locking 
t up, made his way to Augusta—the 
Sheriff admitting him in jailarmed. At 
intervals, and nearly all through the 
day, crowds were on the street corners 
discoursing the killing. 

Things thus progressed until night, 
when a crowd of men, numbering some 
twenty five or thirty, assembled and 
proceeded to the jai), demanding from 
Darden that he should give himself up 
to them. He refused, and the crowd 
piled a lot of rubbish against the door 
and under the jail, and attempted to 
smoke him out. Darden then cried out 
that he would give up his pistol and yield 
to their wishes; but when they came 
near, the smoke having gradually left 
the house, he again refused. The crowd 
then became more incensed, and made 
another application of rubbish to the 
house, and again smoked him. This 
time the smoke and heat became so in- 
tense that he was heard to feeb!y ask to 
be let out. The crowd then broke open 
tbe jail, and took from it their victim. 
They then conducted him to his office, 
allowed bim to write a letter and make 
bis will. He was notified that his time 
was up, and they gave him afew mo- 
ments to make a last appeal to God— 
which being dong, they escorted him out 
to the public streets, and there shot him 
until every spark of life left his body— 
piercing him with no less than twenty- 
five bails. Thus ended another fearful 


tragedy. 
THE SKOPTSI, 


Censpiracy for the Overthrow 
of Alexauder, of Russia, 


The Russian Government has discov- 
ered a widespread conspiracy among the 
religious sect Known as the Sk&optsi, or 
self-mutilators, such conspiracy having 
for its Gb) ct the overthrow of the Czar, 
Alexander II., and the elevation of the 
chief of the sect in his piace. The 
leaders of the conspiracy reside in the 
city of Morchansk, and the Government 
has caused their arrest and the seizure of 
their property. In the house of the 
chief, golu and baok notes to the amount 
of more than ten million roubies were 
found and seized, and the premises, at 
last accounts, were under strict surveil- 
lance. 

It is not very probable that the Gov- 
ernment of Russia can be in great dan- 
ger from this body of fanatics. ‘Taeir 
number is not large enouga to endangar 
the safety of the Emperor when backed 
by the enormous military force that 
owes him allegiance. The séct has iis 
origin two or three hundred years ago, 
and has adherents in nearly all parts of 
the Empire; but their pecuiiar practices 
tend to make them the reverse of aggres- 
sive, and probably the last thing they 
Peter 
II1. was said to belong the order, and for 
this reason, among others, Catharine IT. 
was not inclined to look upon him 
with favor. The Government has 
steadily endeavored to break up the 
sect, and whenever a member of 
it is found he is banished to Siberia, and 
his property is confiscated to the crown. 
About thirty years ago some of the 
Sxoptsi were drafted into one of the reg- 
iments of Cossacks in Circassia; but it 
was found that, while they were tracta- 
ble and obedient, they were persuading 
many of their comrades in arms to qual- 
ify themsgives for admission into the or- 
der. The Emperor issued a ukase that 
none of these men should be thereafter 
drafted into the army, and the practice 
at presentis tosend them as colonists 
into northern Siberia. There are several 
villages of Skoptsi on the Lena and 
Yenesei rivers, and within the past ten 
years, a few of them have been allowed 
to settle on one of the tributaries of the 
Amoor, 

The money-changers of Moscow and 
St. Petersburg are supposed to belong to 
this sect, and there is hardly a city of 
any note in Kurope that does not con- 
tain a society of them. As the Gov- 
ernment does not look upon them appro- 
vingly, their meetings are heli in secret, 
and many of their proceedings are not 
known to the outer world. The mem- 
bers of the orthodox Russian church 
look upon them as fanatics, asd, should 
any attempt be made by them upon the 
authority of the Czar, there is little 
doubt that it would be speedily sup- 
pressed,

Two Familics Esgaged, and 


One Exterminated, 


Three Brothers Slain Outright 


The Slayers Uninjured,

er Belle Memphis, at Island No. 10, ori 
Wednesday afternoon, and as near 
as we Can !earbp, was as follows: 

There were passepgers on the Balle 
Memphis two brothers named Darnelile, 
from the neighborhood of Madrid Bend. 
As the boat stopped at Island Ten, three 
gentlemen, brothers named Lane, came 
down to accompany their sister-in-law 
and chiid on board. Oaly one of them, 
however, came aboard the bost, and 
Billy Bienker, Exq., the clerk of the 
Beiie Memphir, went down jto meet 
them, and taking the child fn his arms, 
started up the steps, when one of the 
Darnelles, who was at the head cf the 
stairway, fired at the Lane who was 
standing beside bis sister-in-law, the ball 
passipg by Mr. Blenker in close prox- 
imity and hitting Lane, passing through 
his heart, killing him instantly. 

Almost simultaneously with this shot, 
the other Daruelle, standing at the 
guards, fired at the two Lanes who were 
standing at the end of the staging, ani 
killed one of them. The Darnelle who 
fired first then turned aud shot at the 
remaining Lane and killed him. 

Capt. W. B. White, clerk of the s{eam- 
er Mary FE. Fersyih, from whom we 
jearn the above facts, was unable to in- 
form us whether the Darneliesa were ar- 
rested or not, as he learaed the facts 
from Mr, Blenker, as the boats passed 
each other at Island Ten, and his infor- 
maiion was neceesarily iimited. We 
await further news witb interest, as this 
ia certainly the most cold-blooded allfair 
that we have ever heard of. 


CRIMINAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Heavy and Important Burglary. 

On Sunday Mr. J. B. Weodward, 
the prosecuting attorney in the case 
against Leonard, ex County Truatee, ac- 
cused of forging fifteen thousand doiiars 
in coupons of the Louisville Railroad, 
left the city for Washington, leavizg the 
documents in the Leonard case among 
his other papers. During the gale on 
Sunday sight his office was entered by 
some party or parties, evidentiy not pro- 
fessional cracksmen, from the c:umsivess 
of their movements, wio searched every 
box, drawer and recoptacie in the rooms, 
taking off certain papers—thove in the 
Leonard case, it is supposed, being 
among them.

Let us hope, for the ends of jus- 
tice, that the d:coments refarred to were 
not found by the “‘ burgiars.”’

THE INJUNOTION. 


WHAT IT IS, AND WHO ARE 
THE ENJOINERS. 


An Fasy Way to Obviate the 
Bond Trouble. 


A Card from Wm, M. Farring- 
ton, Esq. 


The prayer for the injunction restra‘n- 
ing the city from the issuance of the 
bords lately voted, and from the use of 
these bonds already issued, wassigned by 
icviott & Phelan, solicitors for the appli- 
eanis for the fiojanction, viz: Wm. 
Farrington, R. C. Brinkley, John Over-

The>-injunction granted by the Chan- 
cellor reads as follows : 

‘Upon complainants executing bond, 
with security in the sum of $500, the 
Clerk and Master will issue the writ of 
injunction, restraining defendants from 
using the bonds of the city of Memphis 
authorized by ordinance of February 16, 
1869, except for the purpose of funding 
the debt of the city as provided for in 
section 4, chapter 36, ef the act of De- 


cember 3, 1867. 
Signed W. M. SMITH, 
Chaneellor,’’ 

MEMPHIS, March 11, 1869. 

As already stated in the APPEAL of 
Wednesday, Col. Morgan, the City At- 
tourney, has madea motion for a modi- 
fication of the injunction, and the argu- 
ment wili be heard to-day. 

Meanwhile, thinking that we recog- 
nized among the gentlemen who figure in 
the application for the injunction, some 
names which we had seen connected 
with pretty heavy delinquencies on the 
tax colleetor’s books, we took the trouble 
vesterday of looking at the books of Col. 
Bowen, with the following result : 

Mr. W. B. Greenlaw owes $1005 only, 
paring paid $10,000 taxes a short time 
since. 

Mr. Charies Jones owes, individually, 
$3704 71, and Jones & Greenlaw owe 
$1255 36, making a total of $4958 07. 

Mr. R. C. Brinkley owes in the neigh- 
borhocd of $41,000. ‘wo distress war- 
rants have baen issuad egainst him, one 
for $19,649 17, and the other for $16,- 
431 35, making $86,080 42. Beside this 
sum he owes some $5000, making in all 
$41,080 42. 

Mr. John Overtou, jr., owes about 
$10,500, | 

The other gentlemen owe an aggregate 
of $5000. 

Thus we havea snug little aggregate 
owing the city by these gentlemen, of 
sixty thousand five hundred dollars ($60,- 
500), enough to run the whole city gov- 
ernment three months, or enough to pay 
off every cent of the pressing indebted- 
ness of the city, (money due the fire- 
men and street laborers, a good portion 
of it), and have twenty thousand dol- 
lars ieft toward paying the July interest. 

Just think of it, gentlemen. Hereisa 
quick and easy solution of the bond 
question which 80 vexes your souls. Just 
step up to the ‘‘Captain’s office’’ and 
pay what yon owe, and then there will 
be no need of injunctions and litigation ; 
no need of your sleepless vigilance to 
guard the city’s coffers; and no need of 
bonds. 

As we have no disposition to deal 
otherwise than in a spirit of fair play, in 
this as in all matters of public interest, 
we append the following explanatory 
letter from an estimable and worthy 
merchant end enterprising citizon, ono of 
the party whose prayer has been con- 
sented to by the Chancery Court, and 
who by the vulgar are now styled the 
‘‘injauncters :’’ 

Editors Memphis Appeal: 

I desire to say a word in relation to 
the message of Mayor Leftwich, in which 
he re‘eru to the injunction granted by the 
honorable Chaneeltor at the instance of 
other property bolderse and myself. 

We were advised by eminent lawyers 
that the five hundred thousand dojlars 
bonds could only be used for the purposes 
authorized by the ordinance of the City 
Council aod the vote of the people, and 
as the expressed object in the ordiunnce 
was to tund the due indebteaness jor tye 
term of thirty years, it “would be ijlegai 
tozell them for money usder par, or to 
hypothecate them asa basie of borrow- 
ing money. 

If thia legal advice was correct, we saw 
at a glance that tie one million of bonds 
issned a year ago wag illegal}, or nsed in 
a’) manner, and we determined ta 
test the issue of the proposed five hun- 
dred thousand dollars in tbe courts 
of the ‘country. Bear in mind 
that our aciion was based upon the 
avowed purpose of the Acting Mayor 
and Financo Committee, to use them as 
a collateysl for s loan. This was stated 
in the biil,and the Hon, Chancellor 
prompt'y restrained the use of the bondag, 
The Mayor has arraigned the property 
hoiders before the public for daring to 
question his authority when the true 
state of the case is, they have restrained 
him ag their ageut from exercising pow- 
er that heis not authorised to de. If, 
upon # full investigation of the gage be- 
fore the Court, wkere both parties will 
be fairly heard, it should be held that the 
Mayor and Aldermen have disposed of 
one million of bonds, and were prepare 
ing to dispose of balf & million more in 
an unauthor:z°d manner, I presume no 
one will say that the action of a part of 
ae property holders of the city was vot 
right. 

This is the issue now before the Court 
that we have raised, and we propose to 
await, without feeling or prejudice, the 
decisjon of an impartial tribunal. Ido 
not care for being denominated a“ celf 
constituted guardian” of the city. As a 
citizen and taxpayer, I claim thea right 
to investigate the acis of any official in 
this city. 

office holder in this city draws 
his salary from the taxpayers, and the 
agent must pot set himself gvoye his 
principals. 

‘The Mayor charges the parties who 
have erjoined him from the issuance of 
these bonds as delinquent taxpayers, 
and elso the bad motive of wishing to 
bring down the value of eerip for gsitish 
purposes, Had Mayor Leftwich examined 
the Tax Collector’s books in bis office he 
would have seen that I do not owe the 
city one doliar, and moreover that I 
haye always paid my taxes. I now ask 
him if he ean eay the same thing ? 

itisa part of my religion to pay my 
debts to corporations as we!l as individ- 
uals, and when the Mayor, in his 
sweeping cherge, ‘ays tbat J have not 
paid my taxes to either city, ey or 
State government, he states that which 
is not true. I have been informed by 
four or five of the gentlemen with whom 
il have aeted ia this matter, that they 
bad paid their taxes and do uot owe the 
city one dollar. IJ aliude to the parties 
— names are used with minein the 


But even if this was not so, J can’t 
understand by what rule of law or 
morals the Mayor and Aldermen would 
be authorized to issue bonds without law 
and in contempt of the taxpayers. The 
issue before the Changery Court and the 
public is the legaiity of the City Council, 
in their past conduct, and avowed pur- 
poses, and no other question. 

For the information of the Mayor, I 
will state that I have never speculated in 
the scrip of the city and haye no desire 
to do go. 

I would much prefer to pay my taxes 
in cash if the assessments were made 
upon & money basis.

Tate, assuring Dr. Kerr that I should be 
handsomely provided for in considera- 
tion of the work I had done for the roxd, 
and that I should be gusrantecd the 
Presidenbey (!) of my read at alibe al 
salary as long as | desired it. 

Dr. Kerr (nobie gentleman that be is) 
replied that no chauge could b3 mad; in 
the management of the road, with his 
consent, tbat was not consistent with my 
rights and my eelf-respect; and then he 
cailed Dupré’s attention to the unfriend- 
ly tone of ~~ blications in the Ledger 
egainst me. upre instantly disavowed 
the intention of sayicg avuything Cis- 
respectful of me, and next day (Decem- 
ber 23) published a commupbication inthe 
Ledger, public'y disavowing the con- 
stiuction of uniriendliness toward me 
that had been put upon bis languege, 
and declaring that ‘*' Mr. Mitchell was a 
gentleman whose moral worth was un- 
questioned,?’ 

Since the sbove dste Dupre has sought 
twice (once, through Co!. A. H. Douglas, 
and again through Col. M. T. Ryder) to 
bring about an interview betweea hi:m- 
self, Col. Sam. Vate and myself, with the 
view of transferring the Missiesippi 
River Raiiroad to Tate’s control, 
But finding flattery through the Ledger 
aud promises of honor and a fat salary 
through De. Kerr of no avail in moving 
me to an abavdonmentof my rights and 
the true interests of Memph.s in regard 
to this road, Dupre has gone back to his 
earlier tactics of pefsonal abuse.

To briefly sum up the inducements

etc. ‘he Cairo ard Vincennes road, 
running direct, almost on an air line, to 
the great railroai center in Indiana; the 
Cairo and St. Louis Railjroad, witi its 
splendid connections north and east; the 
Junction Railroad from Csiro to a cone 
venient point on the Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad ; the Cairo and Fulton Railroad, 
and last, though not least, the Onio and 
upper Mississippi rivers. <A seasible ap- 
preciation of all these ur estionable ad-- 
vantazes bripgs the Museissippi River 
Railroad to Cairo.

Of the recent demand for United States 
Bonds in Europe, the London Lconomist 
of February 20:h says: “ The five-twenty 
United States Bonds have now recov- 
ered to the highest price that has been 
since the war. The buoyancy in this 
market has been due to three causes, 
which have favorably influenced the 
opinion of the public. 1. An absorption 
has been going On for some time in Ger- 
many,. the ixdifference with which 
American securities were for a long time 
regarded on the continent having been 
gradually overcome by the improving 
prospects reported from time to time 
from New York. 2. The premium on 
gold has been marked by declining of 
late, but attention was not generally 
called to the fact until qguiterecently. 3. 
The bill introduced by Mr, Shenck ‘ de- 
claripg all interest bearing bonds to’ be 
payable in coin or its equivalent, except- 
ing in cases where the law authorizing 
their issue specified payment in curren- 
cy.’”? 

Of this advance the New York Hera/d 
says: ‘Tle demand for our bonds in 
Europe has been already large enough 
to produce important effects in foreign 
fioancia! centers. Within the past 
month holders of Foglish consels have 
been tempted to part with their home 
securities, and we find in comparing 
prices in the London Exchange that 
when United Siates securities were as- 
cending consoles were going down. 
Witkin the past week, however, there 
was a reversal of movements in these 
rival investments, consols going up and 
our bonds descending. The reason lies 
inthe difficulties which 
formation of President Grant’s Cabinet. 
A delay in organizing a new government 
in Eogland cr any other portion of Eu 
rope is locked upon as a very serious 
matter, ard foreign capitalists and in- 
vestors have regarded the work of mak- 
ing a Cabinet here as a similar process. 
Hence the inaugural of President Grant, 
with its promise to pay the bLonds in 
gold, produced very little effect in appre- 
ciating our bonds abroad, especially as it 
was immediattly followed by the an 
nouncement that the public credit bill 
wasafailure. The eager demand which 
had been originally excited was of sucha 
charecter as to threaten adrain upon the 
“specie of England, and put the balance 
cf trade against that country, our bonds 
being, for all practical purposes, re 
garded asso much merchandise to be 
paid for with guld. Since the first 
stages of this demand there has been at 
least $50 000,000 of cur bonds sold to Eu 
rope. It requires a very brief arithmet- 
ical process to show that at the end of 
the year England would be largely cur 
epecie debtor.”’

A late Liverpool circular says of 
breadstufis in England, their present 
and future: 

Breadstuils wiil continue dull and 
declinisg, but we consider that we are 
now not far from (if we have not 
already reached) the lowest point. The 
cause of the exireme depression our mar- 
ket has been sutlering under forso long is 
doubtless to be traced to the large yield 
of our last home crop, and the unusua.ly 
alundant .supplies from Continental 
ports, together with the liberal ship- 
ments from the States, coupled with an 
extraordinarily open winter, which 
promises to lead to another early and 
abundant harvest, and which induces 
farmers and holders to press their stocks 
en a market already overburdened. With 
regard to the future it is difficult to 
prognosticate with anything like cer- 
tainty. The winter is now far advanced. 
Tae young wheat plant has already 
made unnatural progress, and the great 
fearisthat late frosts may vome and 
prove very destructive toit, as from its 
forwarduess it is less able to withstand 
any cold snap. Again; the advices 
from Australiainforms u3 that we may 
look for a fair supply from that quarter. 
Fiour, in common with wheat, has ex- 
hibited a downward tendency. Ample 
supplies and no disposition to store have 
given buyers pretty much theirown way. 
Wedonot anticipate, however, much, 
if any, dccline. 

‘“‘Tadian corn, owing to the abun- 
dance of grass, the free arrivalg from all 
quarters demoraliz 6 holders and induces 
them to accept the best price buyers 
will give, rather than etore. Ia one 
sense we regret having to render such 
an unfavorabie report, buton tho other 
hand we feel that the present state of 
things wiil bring abouta steady and re- 
liable trade as soon as prices have 
reached a proper level, which will be 
more profitable and satisfactory to our 
consigning friends and others than the 
excitement and unsatisfactory Lusiness 
which has existed during the past year 
or two.’’ 

The earnings of the New York Central 
Railroad for January and February show 
an increase of over $250,000 over last year. 
The earnings of the Michigan Sesuthern 
road for the first week in March, 1869, 
were $91,846; 1868, $63,848; increase, 
$27,998. The Western roads all show 
large gains over last year.
